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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1 , 3-5, and 7-1 1 drawn to why and how sub-buses are united into a 
more extensive bus, classified in class 710, subclass 314. 

II. Claims 2 and 6, drawn to controlling power on a sub-bus by adjusting the 
voltage depending on the mean data traffic rate, classified in class 713, 
subclass 320. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 

in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in 
scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination 
is separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination II has separate utility such as 
reducing the power consumption of each sub-bus, which is not required in 
subcombination I. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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4. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
reserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not 
distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the 
election shall be treated as an election without traverse. 

Should Applicant traverse on the ground that the inventions or species are not 
patentably distinct, Applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of 
record showing the inventions or species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the 
record that this is the case. In either instance, if the Examiner finds one of the inventions 
unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

6. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
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or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i). 

7. The Examiner acknowledges Applicant's assertion that Invention II is a 
corresponding apparatus to the method of Invention I (See Paragraph 3 of Remarks). 

8. The Examiner notes that Figure 3 and the Specification of the instant application 
both relate to joining sub-buses into a longer bus. The bus width is the number of 
parallel lines comprising a bus. Thus, Invention I is appropriately classified in class 710, 
subclass 314, as this subclass relates to combining two similar buses together into a 
longer bus. 

9. The Examiner further notes that, contrary to Applicant's assertion (See 
Paragraph 4 of Remarks), the previous restriction requirement was not based on 
combination-subcombination, but was based on subcombinations useable together 
(See Paragraph 2 of Requirement).
